At a well-Attended meeting of the 

Hdstorical Olub, held in Stralhcoua 
Hall last night, iwo ably-composed 
papers were presented by MesBra. 
Grier and Gardner. Tti« meeting 
oipened at eight o'clock, with. the Pre- 
sldeat, O. Oroajean, hi the chair. Af- 
ter a few words of welcome to the 
new members present, Grosjcau intro- 
duced the honorary president, Dr. 
Fryer, who made a few introductory 
remarks. Gardner then began bis 
paper by referring to the article which 
iippcarod in "The New Republic" en- 
titled "Labour and the New Social 
Order," a synopsis of which he gave, 
as follows:

Gardner's criticism upon Uils arti- 
cle we print below; — 

In modern times, the above propo- 
sals laid down by the British labour 
Party, are perhaps the most Democra- 
tic and the best attempt to formulate 
a 8cb«me, which would remove class 
privilege, and brins about a better 
spirit of fraternity. To examine the 
policy of this great Democratic party 
and only see the cold, heavy Iron hand 
of legislation, is to miss the very heart 
and spirit of their endeavour. To 
me, almost the whole scheme Is throb- 
bing with the spirit of brotherhood 
and witli the purpose of seeking to 
help each, that each may help all. 
They have thus began, so far as I can 
see, at the right end of the ladder, 
Their purpose being to lift those on 
to tlie first rung who already are be- 
neath; its method is on« of genu- 
inely lifting up not of pulling down. 

The enforcement of a universal na- 
tional minimum is one great step in 
that endeavour of lifting up society. 
This is long overdue. That there is 
IK> much disease and iU-bealth caus- 
ed from insufficient food, clothing and 
the necessaries of life, and this be- 
cause of an Inadequate remuneration, 
surely in these times only needs to 
be mentioned to be rectified. I recog- 
nize full well that some are capable 
of doing more than others at the same 
trade; but tbe man least capable ought 
to have a salary which will keep him 
In decent clothing and shelter and the 
man most capable could be given 
more. Again, in demobflization, there 
will be the peril of so many being

Were Guests. 

The first smoker of the Science Un 
dergraduate Society was held last 
night in the McGlU Union, and was 
thorou^ly enjoyed by all those pre 
sent. The Freshman year was poorly 
represented, only a few having turned 
out This fact was noticed by all, and 
It is to be hoped that in future the 
Freshmen will show more interest In 
events ' 6t this nature. The Society 
looks to the Freshmen to keep alive 
the spirit of enthusiasm in the fac 
uUy and they In turn should consider 
it their duty to support all events ot 
this nature. 

The professoriate was represented 
by our Honorary President, Dr. J. B. 
Porter, Dr. R. W. Lee, Dean ot the 
Faculty of Law, Prof. Brown, and Dr. 
Sullivan. We thank them for their 
presence and tniat that they enjoyed 
the event. 

During the evening Dr. Sullivan was 
called uiran to address the students 
and responded very nobly. In the 
course of his remarks he Impressed 
upon those present the need to appre- 
ciate the value ot subjects in the cur- 
riculum which he termed "mental cal- 
Islfaenlca." He said that the main 
value of these subjects was to train 
the student's brain to think and exer- 
cise and was not put in to till up 
space on the time-iable. He also said 
that p.part' from this fact these sub- 
jects were of real value In connection 
with others in the higher years. 

Dr. Sullivan also went on to say 
that students should realize that Tech- 
nical knowledge as gained here was 
only a preparation for their work af- 
ter- they had received their diploma. 
He pointed oiit, that students leaving 
college could not be expected to un- 
dertake any and every engineering pro- 
blem wtdch presented itself, but that 
each one required special consider- 
ation which could only be adequate- 
ly given after practical experience had 
been gained relative to the special 
problem on hand. In a general way 
Dr. Sullivan tried to Invrees on us 
that we must noi consider ourselves 
expert engineers upon graduation, but 
he also gave us to understand that wo 
were the ones best fitted to tackle 
these problems. 

After he had finished speaking, the 
McGill Mandolin Club gave several 
selections that were much appreciated. 
The thanks ot the Science tJttdergrad- 
uates is due to these men who oontri- 
bnted in a large degree to the suocese 
of the evMiing. The President then 
called upon Professor R. W. Lee, Dean 
of (he Faculty of Law. 

Dean Lee first tlianked the society 
for inviting him to be present. He 
remarked that there was a decided 
connection between the profession o| 
Law and Engineering. Thia Is brougbi 
out in particular by the fact that re- 
cenlly he has bad applications from 
two Science graduates, one of Ihem a 
McGill man, tor permissipn to attend 
lectures In the Law Faealty. The Im- 
portance of law to a business man is 
to mable him to keep some toA of a 
ebeck on hla lawyer so that he will

A WORD OF WARNING. 

It is seldom that we fed tempted to write an editorial which 
Is composed solely for the puipose of verbally chastising a section 
iDf our CbU^ community, or of taking our fellow-Students to task 
for a lack of considération, but this, we feel, is one of the occasions 
fHptifch sttdi adien is wally necessary. 

The Redpath library ii open to McG\]l Students six days of 
the week, and they are altowed all the privileges of the building by 
the authorities. In return, they are expected to show a cei-tain 
■unount of the consideration which-, befits, ^a^gentleman. The 
library regulations, which appear in the calendar of the University 
are prominently displayed at the librarian's desk, and it is only 
light and proper that they should be observed. Vet thero are 
Bomefolk, it appears, who aro quite impervious to any appeal 
•which is not driven home with sufficient force to make iUelf pain- 
fully evident 

The unpleasant fact must be faced that thero aro still vandals 
t(w« can caU thero nothing else) who can be guilty of damaging and 
defacing the books borrowed by them from the librarian's desk. 
Thie sort of conduct is indefensible. In the first place, it is an abuse 
of the privilegei extended by the library to the StudenU and tends 
to lower the Student body in th^ eyes of the authorities. Then 
from a bookworm's point of view it is a positive crime, and the 
Very thought of a scarce and valuable volume being irromediably 
injured by one who has no instincts above those of a savage is 
«nough to make him shudder. Above all, however, it is an exhi- 
bition of rank bad Uste and disregard for the rights and feelings 
of others, and as such should not be tolerated among tlie Students 
pf McGUl. . 

It is possible that some of the guiJty ones have been merely 
thoughtless and that it will be sufficient in their case to point out 
the error of their ways. For those who are beyond any feeling 
of shame thero remains the bringing into effect of Regulation Nine 
of the Redpath library which reads, "Writing or making any 
mark upon any books bekmging to the Library is unconditionally 
forbidden. Any person found guilty of wilfully damaging any 
book in any way shall be excluded from the Libraiy and shall be 
debarred from the use thereof for such time as the library Com- 
mittee shall determine.*'

caat aaMsnly adrift and the lowering: 
of wages, all calls for a speedy re- 
stitution. The returned soldier, or 
munition worker cumot surely be al- 
lowed to fall into the clutches of char- 
ity or the Poor Lav (eayecially in 
Great Britain). The plan adopted by 
the Labour Party to ray mind la the 
one beet adapted to prevent either the 
soldier or munition worker being no 
cruelly dealt with. Through the trade 
uidoiia and the various profeaslon- 
al associations they can get assist- 
ance and also the best way. for keep- 
ing up the standard of the wages. 
Those that might have to begin some 
new llae of trade, if otherwise Bealt 
with might have to accept some low 
rmuneration and bring about a ten- 
deacy to reduce wages, which when 
he became proficient would be a han- 
dicap on himself, letting assistance 
thraugh either of these as:encleB, trade 
unions, or professional associations, 
according to what he desired, would 
give him a better chance of recelriug 
a larger remuneration. 

The Démocratie control of industry 
is another effort in their plan to help 
and encourage all. Arthur Hender- 
son, "The Aims of iabour," says: "The 
lAbour Party is the party of the pro- 
ducers whose labour of hand and 
brain provide the necessities of life 
for all and dignify and elevaic hiiraan 
existence. That the producers have 
been robbed of the major part of the 
fruits of their Industry under the in- 
dtviduallBt system of capitalist pro- 
duction is a Justification for the par- 
ly's claims." This has been well 
said by a man of repiif'e.' It is the 
crux of the whole argument. That 
under privatc-owneralhlp of the means 
or production, rather than common 
ownership which has led to so much 
profiteering. AI ready in Great Britain 
mueb has' been centralized during the 
war and the experience gained dur 
inç those years could only hut be 
helpful if the scheme was perpetuat- 
ed. 

When we have said all this we ad- 
mit that the entire scheme is by no 
means perfect. T would take issue 
with them regarding the liquor ques- 
tion. In their policy they suggest, 
"Localities should have conferred up- 
on tbem facilities (a) to .prohibit the 
sale of liquor within their boundaries; 
(b) to reduce the number of licenses 
apd regulate the , conditions under 
wbich they may be held; (c) it a lo- 
cality decides that licenses are to be 
granted, to determine whether such 
licenses shall be under private or any 
form of public control." I hold, 
knowing something of the situation 
especially in Scotland, that It is more 
than a local question, It Is a national 
one and that local oi>llon will only 
aggravate the situation rather than 
heal it. The only right thing to do 
with liquor, Is just the same as one 
would do to keep the wolf from the 
door, slay the wolf. I submit then 
that the best thing to do with liquor 
is to prohibit its manufacture. Be- 
sides, like burglary or vice It ought 
to be put down. 
A KevolatioR la Kational rinancc, 
Arthur Henderson, in the book men- 
tioned above, quotes almost exactly 
from the policy of the Labour Party, 
"We believe that indirect taxation up- 
on commodities ahoitld not fall upon 
any necessity of lite, but should be 
limited to luxuries, especially and 
prInotpaUy those which it is socially 
deairablo to extlnguiah." This is the 
whole reason tor, or one great rea- 
son for the taxation, that some things 
are really luxuries and obviously the 
poor have very few, and again that 
there are other tiiinga which it would 
be better socially to discontinue. Sure- 
ly there can be no great objection to 
levy heavy taxes on these. Then, too, 
they agree that no Uxation either on 
the farmer, manuJacturer or trader 
should interfere with commerce pro- 
duction or curtail communication or 
transport. 

In their policy the Labour Party 
say, "We bave allowed the riches of

Utercd tor military traiains in the

•Ute law msk&g this compulsory. 
This law alto provides that no boy 
irho baa not enrolled and received the 
proper certlflcato may be employed 
tor will ha 'b« pemtttad to attend 
tchool.

Îahi^et to the training, but it does 
eslre to develop^tboM qualiUes which 
make for military efficiency and well- 
ordered clTil existence" according to 
the Military Training Commission ex-

Is far more than simply mlUtary drill, 
Whlrb !s usually brought to mind when 
military training Is mentioned. It is 
training for cititensbip to which mili- 
tary drill, physical sad vocational 
training are all 'brought to hear as a

of peace. Tbe leetlon of the millUry 
law prescribing mlllUry training rar 
boys specifically states that this re- 
quirement may be met In part by voca- 
tional training or experience specifio- 
ally preparing boys tor aerviee uaetul 
to the state, In'the maintenance of d«- 
fbnce, In the promotion of public 
safety. In the 'conservation and de- 
velopment of the state's resources, or 
In the conitnietion and nalatenanec 
of public improvements." 

Boys attending day school were not 
required to answer many questions, 
but those employed on farms or in 
other work were given long lists. 

The commission Is not only getting 
Information necessary in order that 
military drill units may be established, 
but is also accomplishing a large part 
of the work necessary for its bureau 
of vocational trainlnt to carry out the 
law, and securing information of great 
value to employers of boys, state, fed- 
eral and private organizations working 
in tbe interest of tbe boys, and to tlie 
boys of tbe State themaelvea. '

The programme leaflet, the pastel 
poster, and a genuine interest which 
all the undergraduates (eel in the un- 
dertakings of their fellows, made for 
a large and enthusiastic audience. 

After opening the meeting with a 
prayer, .Miss Patterson-Smyth ex- 
pressed her pleasure at the exceeding 
good fortune which had enabled' Miss 
Hammlll, the Association's elder si» 
ter, to be with uh for our first meeting. 
-Miss Hurlbatt was then introduced by 
the president. In addressing the stu- 
dents of II.V.C., Miss Hurlbatt called 
attention to the excellent review of 
the "Opcninss for Women" given by 
.Miss Louise Macdonald in a report to 
the Economic Club, and printed at 
length in the McOill Daily— bird's-eye 
view of things as they are, with the 
problems Involved Indicated, and the 
forecast of the future discussed. 
Lately .Miss Ethel Longworth, a grad- 
uate of 1912, has written articles on 
this question for the Moittreal Star. 
With regard to industrial work, U 
will have been noticed that Miss Enid 
Price, 1917, recently appointed to an 
Economics Research Scholarship, has 
chosen for her subject, "The Employ- 
ment, of Women In Certain Industries 
of Montreal Ûtiring the War." Miss 
Hurlbatt stated that in view of the 
present Industrial situation two les- 
sons of the past four years would be 
emphasized: namely that everyone 
who Is not productively employed Is 
a liurden upon another for support 
for the necessaries of life and for all 
luxuries enjoyed, and that not to 
acknowledge this and to act accord 
Ingly is unpatriotic. As this was a 
special audience, each member of 
which was probably looking forwani 
to doing work of some kind, Miss 
Hurlbatt proposed to throw some light 
upon tbe fields of work practically 
open to atudenu, by showing what 
college graduates have been doing. 

From various reports compiled in 
1010 and 1913, It was shown that 50 
per cent, of tbe women graduates bad 
adopted the teaching profession, 33 
per cent, had married, 16 had no pro. 
fessional occupation, and lb per cant, 
had other occupations, being engaged 
In library work, nursing, as misilon- 
aries. In medicine, journalism, Y.W. 
C.A. work, Civil Service and Domestic 
Science work. The reports of the re- 
cent graduated years showed that the 
majority of graduates became teach 
ers, and of 43 appointments known 
recently to' have occurred among the 
whole body of graduates, 37 were for 
teaching, 6 for various other purposes, 
The obvious deductions to make 
from these figures are that teaching 
Is the great professional occupation 
for college women, and that there is 
no great change la other spheres of 
work. - 

Miss Hurlbatt urged the Canadian 
women to create a precedent by tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity ' of 
adventure Into tbe great Industrial 
world of Canada. Just because it is 
not made easy for women to enter the 
more conservative professions Is not 
a sufficient reason for a girl not fol- 
loiwiar bar .atnip asdf idaalt and

DonuMtic Scieaca. Medicine. Law, 
Social Service, Ubrary work. Govern- 
ment work and Physical Education all 
offer a free soope for a wsman's 
career. Miss Hurlbatt was very earn- 
est hi her remarka about tka tesrblng 
profeaalm.

In Quebec tbe profession Is depleted, 
protaaaioaal staa4arda art lalllac sad 
a llviac wage la not ottered to the 
teacher. A meeting to put these 
things before the public Is being held 
in Windsor Hall. Friday night. It 
should be supported by all who care 
for tbe protaseioB, but above all by all 
who care that the children of to-day 
shall have a fair chance, and not meet 
on the threshold of life in a wealthy 
community such aa oura wHh a 
great and cruel handicap.
